k eep in mind the distinction between the 
individual and the public officer. 
He and 
his cabinet seemed to have confounded 
1 a r ­ 
son al caprice and officiai discretion. 
Hence 
the affirmation of the “president's proroga­ 
tive” and the affirmation tha t that preroga­ 
tive m ight not be “encroached upon.’’ 
This 
k ingly pbras ‘ 3 implied that thu president 
m ust not 
questioned or held responsible 
for anything ho m ay do in his discretion, 
even though his action m ight l>e unlawful. 
. This phrase gave tone and character to the 
definition of the new order of thiugs which 
had l>eeu established in this republic in re­ 
spect of ex ecutive power. 
The utterances of tho president were 
again't his present practices. 
Three mom 
bers of his cabinet were committed in oppo­ 
sition to the doctrine stated in the letter of 
the attorney general 
They had all partici­ 
pated in the prat tice of calling on the de­ 
partm ents for just such inform ation as was 
now refused 
Iio was quite willing to adm it tha t tho 
president’s reported assertions of reform had 
given way to tho pressure of partisan sup­ 
porters rather than say that they were 
meaningless when uttered. 
Had it not been 
for this feature of tho cast» tho present con­ 
flict vv< uld probably not have arisen, l>e- 
euu.se tho issue did not involve the presi­ 
dent's power of removal or suspension of 
public 
officers, 
as 
the 
president 
in 
his recent com m unication to tho senate, 
and some of his defenders, would have 
the public believo. 
H ad tho president prac­ 
ticed his reform principles, Wilson contin­ 
ued, it is not probable tha t any occasion 
would linve arisen for the resolutions. 
The 
attem pt to invent a method of surrendering 
to partisan \ ressure, and a t tho same timo 
pursuing a sim ilitude of reform, was what 
had brought tho adm inistration to its pres­ 
ent condition. 
It was never safe to do 
wrong.
